The seclusion of the uniform- 
ed police guards does not matter so 
long sa the people know they are 
always on hsuid and tbe home of tnelr 
Chlaf Maglatrate la properly guard-

doors were made harder and harder 
so did Mr. Crackeman make hie 
drills of finer and finer tem|>er.

The recent stnictunil changes in 
the White House which have separated 
the executive offices from theresldeDoi 
affords some relief from the old rou- 
tine. The white House Is more lil'e 
a home than It used, to be, but the 
peraonal freedom of Its lumutes is 
ocsnparable with that of tbe wage- 
earner’s family in their comfortable 
flat.
